A television set doesn’t just catch 
pictures, it needs to be tuned in to the 
transmitter, only then does it formulate 
a picture. We must perceive before we 
receive. When a king complained to Joan 
of Are that he had never heard the voice 
of God, she replied, “You must listen and 
then you will hear.”

Why is it that we do not listen to the 
voice of God? We are afraid that he will 
direct us along paths that are disagree- 
able to us. Sometimes the cross of Christ 
is viewed as something that we mortals 
need to accept with a sigh, like a dif- 
ficult experience or the death of a friend. 

Unless we reverse our idea of the will 
of God as something distasteful, we shall 
get nowhere with guidance. Jesus reversed 
this when he said, “My meat is to do the 
will of him who sent me. My meat — 
my food. The will of God is food, spir¬ 
itual food, it is everything that is good 
for us. My own will is worse than “the 
poison of asps” when it conflicts with 
God’s will. To those who desire real life 
the will of God is joy, peace, and power, 
not restriction. 

The challenge to listen, learn, and obey 
God’s will is to the graduates, students 
and staff of 1964-65 as well as to every- 
one who bears the name of Christ.

In co-operation with the staff, the committee 
plans the annual missionary Conference held at 
the end of the school year. 

Thus our assignment at Elim concludes prov- 
ing that students are willing to sacrifice time 
and money for missions. In retrospect we see 
God’s guidance and blessing on the endeavors 
of students and the committee.
